Isaac Ward Fatally Stabbed by Joseph Meyer 
at Caseyville, III. 
About 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon Joseph 


near COaseyville, III., on the Ohio & 
Mississippi Road, about seven wiles 
from East St. Louis, had a quarrel, 
and Ward was stabbed fatally by Meyer. 


The two men had always been the best of 
＋ ds and are old dents 


and one of the watchmen of the town, who 
was well acquainted with both, spoke to them 
ina kindly manner, tell them to makea 
little less racket on the street, as they were 
32 the peace of the quiet neighbors. 

They little heed to the request and con- 
tina in their — meanwhile amusing 
themselves by applying vile epithets to one 
another in a seemingly oking way. 
This was kept up for a considerable 
r of time and their conversation 
fina 1 upon family affairs. Meyers 
who gan the subject commenced to speak 
rather freely of some distant female relative 
of Ward, who was implicated in some scan- 
dalofa rather serious nature that oc- 
curred there some time ago, and 
asked Ward whether he knew if these asser- 
tions made in regard to the y lady’s dis- 
honor were true. Ward emphatically denied 
the veracity of these reports and claimed that 
they were merely rumors, without any foun- 
dation. Meyer then very boldly asserted that 
the old saying is that there is no rumor 
without some feundation to back it. 
This highly enraged Ward and he began to ap- 
ply mostabusive language to his associate. 

he dispute arose near a saloon on 
the outskirts of the township. 
Ward seized a very heavy wooden cudge 
which — 2 — to be lying along the waysid 
and struck his opponent a severe blow across 
the forehead. he blow was given with a 
great deal of force, and it took Meyer sev- 
eral minutes to recover himself. He 
retaliated by making a dash for his op- 
ponent’sthroat. The two men then clinched . 
and a desperate struggle ensued between 
them. Ward,the beginner of the quarrel, 
was finally overpowered and Meyer suc- 
ceeded in throwing him violently tothe ground 
and held him down while he drew 
a small penknife from his coat pocket and cut 
him across the stomach. The wound in- 
filcted was fully four inches deep and 
three inches long. T injured 
man bled profusely. Assistance soon arrived 
and he was conveyed to his house, where a 
number ot physicians were summoned who 
dressed his wound and pronounced itofa 
very serious nature. At an early hour 
this morning Coroner Woods of 
St. Clair County was notified that the 
wounded man had just expired 
and an inquest was held on his remains at ls 
o'clock this forenoon. A number of witnessee 
who were with both mena portion of tht 
afternoon were examined at the inques. 
and the jury after being out a con. 
siderable length of time returned a ver 
dict that death was caused by a deep 
flesh wound which penetrated to the interior 
of the stomach, it having been inflicted with a 
penknife. David Meyer, in accordance with 
the facts gathered at the inquest, was held to 
answer for the crime. 

Isaac Ward was 40 years of age and wase 
married man. He leaves a wife and several 
young children. Meyer is a young farmer be- 
tween 25 and 26 years of age and is said to be 
very popular among his friends in the town of 
Caseyville, and besides, has always borne 
an excellent reputation. His family 
are much erieved over the affair. He was, it 
is known, quite a frequent visitor at the resi- 
deface of the deceased and was well liked by 
all the members of his family. The fatal 
quarrel was due entirely to liquor. 

NOTES. 

The City Council held a meeting this morn- 
ing, Mayor Stephens presiding.

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POLITICAL CALCULATIONS WHICH FAILED 
TO WORK OUT. 


Complications Arising Over the Appoint- 
ment of Noonan’s Successor—Both City 
‘and State Claim the Comptroller’s Serv- 
fces—The Law Officers Puzzled Over a 
Peculiar Point—Local Politics. : 


Comptroller Robert A. Campbell, who has 
just been appointed Judge of the Court of 
Oriminal Correction, has not yet received his 
commissidn. It will probably arrive this 
evening. 

His appeintment caused some surprise 
among the politicians. Some p from the 
south wing of the Capitol at Jefferson City ex- 
plains the appointment and will be inter- 
esting just now. The effectiveness 
of Noonan’s support from the Germans 
was rendered doubtful on account of the argu- 
ment that if elected to the office of Mayor it 
would give Gov. Francis an opportunity 
wreak vengeance on the voters who 
helped swell the 10,000 majority 
against him. Francis was unquestionably 
misied as to the support which would be given 
him. He was to get 1,300 votes in two of the 
southern wards, but on election day these 
were cast for the straight Republican ticket. 
Judge Noonan resigned, but its acceptance, 
it was pretty generally understood, was con- 
tingent on his election to the office of Mayor. 


The argument presented to German voters 
was that they would take him from a position 
where his liberal views would benefit them to 
place him where he would be of less 
service. To disarm this argument 
Judge Noonan made his resignation 
absolute. To protect his rear lines it was 
decided that Prosecuting Attorney James R. 
Claiborne of the Court of Criminal Correction 
should put in an application for appointment 
as Judge of the Court of Criminal Correction, 
Col. Claiborne as Prosecuting Attorney was in 
tuil accord with the interpretation hitherto 

laced on the Sunday observance laws. 

o secure in advance a promise from the Gov- 
ernor to appoint Claiborne would take the last 
prop from the objections of the South End 
voters to work for Noonan. This plan of 
campaign wasthen decided upon, Mr. Clai- 
borne and Mr. James Bannerman 
called on Mayor Francis at his 
Vandeventer place residence on the Sunday 
previous to the election and tried to secure a 
promise for publieation. Mr. Bannerman 
gave out, it will be remembered, that the 
Governor, without saying so, indicated his 
intention of appointing Mr. Claiborne. At 
the same time Mr. Claiborne ap. 
nounced that if appointed he would 
hold the same views on the bench that 
he did in the chair of the Prosecutiug Attor. 
ney. At the Capitol the explanation of this 
interview is that Messrs. Bannerman and 
Claiborne tried to get some assurance which 
would be of service in the campaign. Mr. 
Bannerman concluded by asking: ‘‘Can 
I say you regurd this application fa- 
vorably?’’ The Governor explains that 
his reply to this was given laughingly ana 
chat he answered laughingly, ‘‘You can say 
anything you want, Jim.’ 

Mr. Bannermann’ conclusion was not cor- 
rect. While it might have had a good effect 
in Mayor Noonan’s canvass it hurt Mr. Clai- 
born’s chances. Mr. Cainpbell’s candidacy 
had been announced and the next mail 
brought to the Capitol a basket of letters from 
St. Louls lawyers urging Mr. Campbell's ap- 
pointment. jis friends in the Legislature 
also went to the mansion and the result was 
that the Governor ordered the commission to 
be made out for the other Bob. 

COMPLICATIONS ABOUT SUCCESSION. 

The complications in the affairs of the Court 
of Criminal Correction are still in a tangle, 
and the efforts made by the Four Coutts, 
officers to unravel the snarl only reveal 
further and greater complications. In a nut 
shell the matter stands in this light: E. A. 
Noonan has resigned the judgeship of the 
court of Criminal Correction, Gov. Francis 
has accepted his resignation and has ap- 
pointed Robert A. Campbell to the vacancy. 
Gov. Campbell still holds the office vf Comp- 
troller and Mr. Noonan has qualified as Mayor, 
Mr. P. W. Fauntleroy presents the case in the 
shape of a mathematical demonstration, which 
is as follows: ‘*The Constitution of the United 
States provides that no person can hold a 
State and municipal office at the same time. 

The city charter provides thatthe Comp- 
troller holds offige for four years and until his 
successor is uly qualified. Comptroller 
Campbell is and must remain City Comptroller 
until his successor is qualified, therefore he 
cannot qualify as Judge of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction until his successor, Gen. 
Stevenson, qualifies as comptrolles. 

Again, the law autborizes the appointment 
ofa provisional Judge of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction only in the event of the ab- 
rsence, sickness or incapacity to act ofthe 

egular Judge. 

Mr. Noonan has resigned, Mr. Campbell has 
not qualified, consequently there is no Judge 
of the Court of Criminal Correction and no 
provisional Judge can be appointed.’’ 

This is all very plain, but a new complica: 
tion arises. It is suggested that the City 
Council qualify Mr. Stevenson as Comptroller 
atonce, when Mr. Campbell can qualify as 
Judge. The City Charter, however, pro- 
that the newly elected Comp- 
troller must submit his bond to the 
Mayor, who in turn submits it to the City 
Counselor. Both of these officers must give 
their ofticial approval before the Mayor sub- 
mits the bond to the City Council met in regu- 
lar session.

ss talk. The sum and substance of the whole 
matter is that Gov. Francis has placed the 
St. Louls Court of Criminal Correction ina 
peculiar position. Unless some new phase of 
the question ig presented, which will clear 7 
the complication no court can be held until 
next Wednesday week. Clerk Kenefick was 
asked to send a request to the Governor, 
asking him to appoint a provisional 
Judgeto tide over the emergency, but he 
viewed the matter in the light above shown 
and refused, saying: ‘‘Ifa provisional Judge 
wore appointed all cases decided by him 
would be reversed under the proceeding of a 
court without a Judge. The same thing 
was done a. few years ago when Judge 
Normile of the Criminal Court, appointed 
Judge Thomas to act for him a few days and 
all the decisions rendered by the latter have 
been reversed under the above proceedings. 
By to-morrow morning there will be 150 cases 
on the docketand by this time next week 
there will be something under a thousand to 
be heard. When Campbell does qualify he 
will be kept busy. ' 


MAYOR NOONAN 
was seen on the subject this morning, and 
said: ‘‘l have just been looking into the mat- 
ter, both because I have been requested to do 
so and because I naturally feel very much in- 
terested, having just vacated the place and 
have a Comptrolier to keep for the city. 

I have just been looking over the law on the 
subjectand am very much afraid that things 
are in a pretty bad way. That court should 
not be without a judge for a single day. There 
are prisoners there who should be out under 
bond, but there is no one there to 
sign the papers. Then the cases should bo 

iven .speedy trial, as the laws intend. 

‘ow there has been no judge in that court 
since Saturday wheu I qualified as Mayor and 
was inaugurated. Under any circumstance 
the accuipulation of cases would bea bad 
thing, but new it is much worse. 
Gov. Campbell cannot take charge 
now, as he is the Comptroller of the 
city and will remain so until 1 
approve the bond of Gen, Stephenson and 
submit it in due form to the Council. I might 
expedite matters a little on my end but that 
would do no good as I must wait for the Coun- 
ell, which under the law cannot meet until the 
16th.

MISSOURI LEGISLATURE, 
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The House After the Scalps of Laws and 
Sanborn. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 9.—The House 
passed several bills to-day before going into 
committee of the whole to consider the gen- 
eral appropriation bill. The university ap- 
propriation being reached, Harlan of Cald- 
well offered a resolution that no money should 
be appropriated to this institution 
until Profs. Laws and Sanborn have 
been removed. This brought the University 
question square to the front. Estill of Howard 
made a speech in which he reviewed Prof. 
Sanborn’s connection with the Agricultural 
Departmentin a manner anything but com- 


plimentary to the dean of the Agricultural 
College. Champ Clark next addressed 
the House. He was a mem- 
ber of the University Investigation 
Committee and the author of the majority 
report. He accordingly spoke by the card. 
Mr. Clark always attracts attention when he 
talks, but his speech to-day was the effort of 
his life. His feelings were wholly enlisted. He 
reviewed at length the management of the 
univers ity under Dr. Laws and pronounced it 
a failure. He declared it to be his 
honest opinion that Laws has lost his useful- 
ness, if he ever had any, and that the univer- 
sity was rapidly going down from year to 
year under his unwise and despotic system of 
controlling. While he complimented the 
ability and learning of the Professor he 
denounced him as being overrated 
and the greatest despot and _ tyrant 
to be found anywhere this side 
of Constantinople and St. Petersburg. 
Said he: ‘‘When I was appointed on this com- 
mittee I had no prejudice orm him: if any 
at all, they were more in his favor than oth 
erwise, and I feel that eight out ot the nine 
members were like myself in this respect. 1 
heard all the testimony, Isaw much of what 
had been done, learned much of his tactics 
of domineering and tyranny and 
am as fully satisfied that the 
institution can no longer succeed under his 
management, as Jam in the existence of a 
future state. He has lostthe respect of the 
alumni, of the professors, of the vast body of 
students, of the citizens of Volumbia and 
very largely of those throughout the State. I 
tell you that the students despise hia tyranny 
and un-American system of espionage.

DISASTROUS TO SHIPPING, 


by a Drill Engine. 


BALTIMORE, Md., April9.—The storm which 
raged in Baltimore with severity on Saturday 
and with comparative gentleness on Sunday, 
swept over the lower Chesapeake most disas- 
trously toshipping. Overadozen seamen lost 
their lives, and thirty or forty vessels, some 
small and others large, were wrecked. Re- 
ports of disasters to shipping and loss of life 
continue to come in by arriving vessels and 
special dispatches. The steamer Westmore- 
land reached the Light street pier at 2:15 this 
morning from the Patuxent River. Capt. 
Gourley reported the schooner Caroline,Capt. 
Hutchins, was driven on Cove Point Bar and 
went to pleces. The schooner W. P. Snow sailed 
out of the Patuxent Saturday for Baltimore. 
Her stern with her name floated ashore on 
Sunday near Millstone Creek. A body, which 
is supposed to be one of the Snow’s crew, was 
found on the beach near where the stern of 
the schooner floated ashore. It is feared that 
the entire crew is lost. Nothing is known of 
the crew of the Caroline. Two unknown ves- 
sels are ashore in Battle Creek. The 
steamer Sue, Capt. Geoghegan, arrived at 1:40 
this morning from the Potomac’River and 
brought news of the severest storm ever 
known in Southern Maryland. 

Capt. Geoghegan reported seven small sail- 
ing vessels ashore in the Yeocomico River. 
In Coan River the schooner Wm. Coburn and 
the sloop Amelia Cowart are up in a field 
high and @ry. The schooner Columbia F. O. 
is sunk in Carter’s Creek. All the fish traps 
were destroyed in the lower part of the Po- 
tomac. There will also be a severe loss to 
property holders along the Potomac River 


front, as the land was submerged, 
and in many places there have 
been many acres of land washed away. The 
wharf and store of Representative W.William- 
son, at Sleepy Hole, were both washed away, 
and the clerk, Mr. Woodward, was drowned. 
The western branch drawbridge was carried 
away; the damage to it is estimated at $10,000. 
A very aged colored woman named Amy 
Jasper, who lived alone, was found on the 
floor of her hut, drowned. All the southern 
side of the harbor is lined with wreckage. 
Capt. Elijah Benson and his two sons of 
Portsmouth are reported to have been cap- 
sized in their oyster sloop in James River and 
drowned. The oyster fleets suffered severely 
and thirty vessels went ashore in Soott’s 


Creek. 


Struck by a Drill Engine. 


JERSEY City, N. J., April 9.— Hoboken car 
No. 145 was struck this morning at the Grove 
street crossing of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
by a drill engine. Four men were severely 
injured, two dangerously so, and a dozen 
others were cut by flying glass, etc. The car 
halted at the crossing as the gates were being 
dropped for an incoming train. It is customary 
for the gateman to begin to raise the gates as 
the train is passing so as to have as little de- 
lay as possible to pedestrians and vehicles. 
The gateman failed, however, to notice a 
drill engine was going out on the west- 
bound rails. As soon the

drill engine hit the car just back of the front 
platform and threw the car half way round so 
that it stood parallel with the rails.

MICHAEL EUGENE CHEVREUL, 


Death of the Aged and Distinguished French 
Chemist. 


Paris, April 9.—Michael Eugene Chevreul, 
the distinguished chemist, is dead. He was 
born in 1756. 


At the age of 108 years the machine was worn 
out. Chevreul has not beea a prominent fig- 
ure in the worid—save for his greatage and 
his. still greater accomplishments in 


the ast—for man years. Age 
kept im out of the running and 
he oceupied aplace in the history of chem- 
istry as of one already dead. He was born at 
Angiers, France, on August 81, 1786. He was 
a prodigy in his youth, and for some years 
had astruggle to keepalive because of the 
activity of his mind, which absorbed nearly all 
his vitality. His father was a physician and 
looked after the boy’s education him- 
self, and with great care. He was 14 
years old before he went to the central 
school in Angters and there had no difficulty 
in surpassing all his fellows. He had a 
assion for chemistry and at 19 years went to 
aris, where he was engaged in the chemical 
factory of the celebrated Vauquelin, who 
discovered in his young pupil such sagacity 
and aptitude that he entrusted the direction 
of the laboratory to him. In 1810 
he was preparator of the chemical 
ceurse in the Museum of Natural History, and 
in 1813 he was appointed professor of the Lycee 
Charmagne and an officer of the university. 
The harmony of color was unknown to 
science at that time, and the whole matter of 
the relation of one color to another received no 
notice from scientific men. Chevreul prepared 
lectures on the subject and later was made 
director of the dyeries and professor of special 
chemistry in the carpet manufactory of the 
Gobelins. He published in 1824 a work on 
animal otis which gained him a prize of 12.000 
francs fromthe Society for the Encourage- 
ment of National Industry. The Law of Con- 
trast’’ was the resultof his investigation into 
the relation of colors. Other works on the 
same subject which followed are standards in 
their line. The most important is ‘‘Colors in 
Their Application to the Industrial Arts.’’ 

In 1830 he suceeeded his former master, Vau- 
quelin, to the chair of chemistry in the Mu- 
seum of Natural History. He was made 
Commander of the Legion of Honor in 184 
was for — — President of the Society of 
Agriculture, Director of the Jardin des Plantes, 
and was connected with every scientific soci- 
ety in Europe of any note.

THEY DON’T LIKE IT. 


‘The Justices of tuo Pence Deny That They 
Ever Made $10,000 per Year. 


Denny Devoy’s bill,’’ as it is generally 
called, or, properly, the bill to regulate the 
offices of the Justices of the Peace, 
does not meet with the hearty 
approval of some of the local judges. 
This is very natural. The bill is calculated 


to regulate and rearr e the entire system of 
administering justice in the Justice of the 
Peace courts, It provides in the main, frst, 
that the Justices must all be lawyers; second, 
that they shall be paid a sal of $2,500 per 
annum, and third, that their jurisdiction shall 
be more extended. his bill went to en; 
mentin the House of Representatives 
ferson City yesterday and will in ell pro 
* pass that body. What success it wil 
with when it reaches the Senate is a matter of 
considerable doubt. Mr. Dennis Devoy 
who has deen urging the bill an 
is considered responsibie for it is of the opin- 
lon that it will greatiy improve the condition 
of affairs. He calculates that the offices can 
all be operated by the State at $48,800 a year, 
and that the balance of the $80,000 made every 
— by the Justice will go into the State 
easury. He says that tnere are five 
Justices in St. Louis, McCaffery, Spaulding, 
Kane, Ryan and Cronin, who make Slo, 
each @ year under the existing system. 

The opinions of four of the Justices of the 
Peace were asked on the subject this morning 
three of them, Justices an, Kane and 
Spaulding, being designated by Mr. Devoy as 
getting $10,000 a year. 

JUSTICE PAT KANE 

said: That is a very poor move,I think. That 
man Devoy, in the first place, is not the 
proper man to father such a movement. 

utaside from that question the bill makes 
the Constable asalaried officer. How much 
work could any one get out of a Constable if 
he had his salary assured? He would do noth- 
ing except his duty, and would not be out day 
and night hustling on cases as he is now. As 
far as putting the Justices on salaries is con- 
cerned that isnot so bad.

There is nothing in the 
law now that prevents a lawyer from be- 
coming a Justice of the Peace. here is not a 

ood lawyer in the city that wants to bea 
ustice. It would not pay him. The lawyers 
whodo want to be justices and who want the 
bill to go through are those who can’t make a 
living by their profession. As to those 
large amounts of money the justices 
are making that is all talk. There are the 
dockets. Let anyone look over them and 
figure it out.’’ 

JUSTICE JEREMIAH RYAN 
sald: That thing is all 28 I don’t say 
the present system can’t be improved, but 
that bill won't do it. Any lawyer can bea 
Justice now, if he can be elected. Why do 
they want to cutoff citizensfrom the posi- 
tions to the benenht of lawvers 
who want to make a living easily, as they 
could if the offices paid salaries. Then they 
would go through the formalities of the office 
and the less business they got the better. 
There would be no inclination to get work and 
the thing would berun very loosely. As for 
getting work out of a constabis,if he was 
working ona salary, that would be almost 
Impossible. The 0, 000 a year I am making, 
according to Mr. Devoy, pleases me very 
much, only this is the first time I ever heard 
ofit. A justice who can make over expenses 
—.— $150 to $200 a month can consider himself 
ucky.’’ 
JUSTICE JAMES SPAULDING 

said: ‘‘I have not paid much attention to the 
matter as 1 don’t think it will become a law. 
It is wrong in a great many points. The 
salary business is abad idea. The justices 
and their constables would simply act up to 
the requirements of the law and go no further, 
They would make no effort to get business, 
and otherwise let the offices run down. It 
can’t be said that any of the justices now in 
office are dishonest. hey can’t be very well, 
as they want to keep all the business they ean 
got, and it one of them ever gets the reputa- 
tion of being dishonest or unfair he might as 
well seek some other occupation, because all 
his business is sure to leave him. 


THE CARPENTERS’ STRIKE, 


The Ninth Day Shows Little Change in the 
Situation—The Parade. 


’ The inclement weather this morning did not 
dampen the ardor of the striking carpenters, 
and as many of them were present at the 
meeting as aly morning since the strike. The 
first thing done was to decide upon having a 
parade Thursday afternoon at2o’clock. The 
committee had obtained a permit from Mayor 
Noonan and the Musicians’ Union had volun- 
teered a band of music free of charge. 


The route of the procession has not yet been 
decided upon. We want the people of this 
city and the business men to know that 2,800 
men are dissatisfied with the low wages they 
have been F — are out on a strike, 
said Mr. Kliver, addressing the meeting. The 
procession will be divided Into five divisions 
representing: the five local unions. The stars 
and stripes will be the only banner carried, 
and it will be at the head of every division. 

Since the beginning of the strike Mr. Kliver 
has been promising the strikers the aid of the 
executive committee in Philadelphia, and 
after considerable correspondence he received 
the following telegram this morning at the 
meeting: 

PHILADELPHIA, April 9, 188¥. 

We congratulate the St. Louls carpenters 
ontheirfirm and manly struggle for eight 
hours. Letthere be no surrender. On that 
2 stand firm and united and the Brother - 

ood will support your demand. 

PF. J. McGuire, 
Grand Secretary United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners. 

This was received with — cheers, 
which continued several minutes. fter lec- 
turing the men on drink, bebavior and pro- 
fanity while on this strike Mr. Kliver dis- 
missed them. At the meeting to-morrow 
morning the line of march will be fixed. 

Richard Walen, Secretary of the Mechanics’ 
Exchange, still holds to opin- 
ion that the carpenters were too — 
vious with their strike. The building 
season has not begun yet, he said, and the 
builders have made no contracts. You gee it 
does not affect them. The builders say they 
can live@ couple of months yet without doin 
any work, and if the carpenters can stand 
the builderscan. They ought to have waited 
at least thirty days until they went on this 
strike. As it is now the buliders will refuse to 
make contracts.’’ 

This is the ninth day of the strike, and 
other trades and business have become 
affected.

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THE MILLIONAIGE DENOUNCES THE PENN- 
SYLVANIA RAILBOAD CO. 


An Address Before the Pennusylvania Hous 
of Representatives— Mr. Carnegie Makes 
Some Startling Statements—The South 
Pennsylvania Batlroad Scheme Killed by 
the Big Corporation—An Investigation 
Demanded. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTon. 

HARRISBURG, Fa., April 9.—Andrew Car- 
negie, the millionaire iron manufacturer, de- 
livered an address in the House of Repre- 
sentatives last evening, in which he made 
some startling statements. He said the Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad Co. discriminates against 
the Industries of Pennsylvania in freiaht 
charges, and is rapidly driving them out of 
the State. On account of these extortionate 
charges, he said, the value of farm lands was 
being depreciated. He bad given that corpora- 
tion landin Western Pennsylvania through 
which to lay ite tracks, but he was determined 
now to prevent the useofit. Hesaid in the 
presence of Gov. Beaverthatthe people had 
as much right to take up armsagainst the 
Pennsylvania Railroad’s policy as they had to 
defend the nation. 5 

‘*When referring to Central Pennsylvania,’’ 
said he, ‘‘it is impossible not to express the 
deep regret which we must all feel that 
the southern counties of the central and 
western districts are without the railway 
facilities which they should this day have had. 
My connection with the South Pennsy!vania 
Railroad enterprise bas been such that you 
will rightly expect a statement from me con- 
cerning it. Let me give you a short history of 
that unfortunate enterprise. 

‘*‘When Mr. Vanderbilt consulted me I said: 
Mr. Vanderbilt, if you resolve to build a rail- 
road through Southern Pennsylvania to Pitts- 
burg, I will faornish one-half the amount of 
capital that you do.’ Then he said: ‘My 
subscription is $5,000,000.’ Mine, then, Is 
$2,500,000,’ Ireplied. ‘My partner and myself 


with Messrs. Jones, Chalfant and Watson of 
Pittsburg subscribe that amount.’ We fur- 
nished our share and the work wenton. The 
southern counties of Pennsylvania seemed 
sure ot a rallroad and Pittsburg of a compet- 
lng line. Wen I was in Europe Mr. Vander- 
bilt, sick in mind and dy, was coerced into 
selling out to the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. 
I cabled at onde, advising my friends to sell 


also. 
FIGHTING THE PENNSYLVANIA. 
„Gentlemen, to fight the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Co. with Vanderbilt’s lines bebind 
you means victory; to fight without these 
means defeat. I never fight unless I see the 
end clearly and know that victory can be won

corporation to stand when can 
show the people of Pennsylvania are not 
treated justly by the Pennsylvania. Victory 
bere is certain, I returned from Europe to 
find that one of the noblest types of man, a 
pure, courageous judge, a small, modest 

entleman, sitting here in Harrisburg, had 

aught the Pennsylvania Railroad monopoly a 
lesson they never had learned before. Jude 0 
Simonton called their attention to the 
fact that the State of Pennsylvania 
had a constitution. The transfer was 
forbidden, but the South Pennsylvania 
Railroad being effectively atopped, 
this was ali the monopoly desired, and it en- 
joyea the situation. I spent considerable 
time and effort trying to save something from 
the wreck, but finally concluded that our 
next move should de to go straight to Mr.

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BOULANGER MUST NOT CARRY ON POLIT- 
ICAL AGITATION IN BELGIUM. 


The Indictment Charging Conspiracy 
Against Boulanger, Count Dillon and 
Rechefort—A Dramatic Critic Heavily 
Fined—Another Noble Bankrupt—Death 
of Dr. Von Lauer—The Jesuit Libel Sait 
—Fereign News. 


Paris, April ¥.—The indictment against 
Gen. Boulanger, besides charging him with 
conspiring to destroy the republic, is espec- 
jally directed against Count Dillon, M. La- 
guerre, member of the Chamber of Deputies; 
MM. Rochefort and Dubarail, two journal- 
ists of Paris. ‘ 

A WILD SCENE IN THE CHAMBER. 

The Chamber of Deputies to-day discussed 
the bill ne the mode of the procedure 
to be followed by the Senate, sitting asa 
court at the trial of Gen. Boulanger. 
M. Delafoose denounced the measure as 
a mockery of justice and an insult to the 
public conscience. He declared that the Sen- 
ate, being a political body, could not act im- 
partially in this case. This assertion caused 
a great uproar. Members éxchanged abusive 
epithets, and the scene was one of wild dis- 
order. The President of the Chamber re- 
peatediy called the house to order and 
urged the members to observe moderation in 
the discussion. When M. Delafoose was al- 
lowed to continue he said that law and decen- 
cy required that Gen. Boulanger be tried at 
the Assizes. Otherwise the trial would be an 
outrage on justice and a disgrace 
to the Senate. The remarks caused 
a renewal of the uproar. The 
members of the Left made no attempt to reply 
to M. Delafoose, but immediately moved to 
apply the closure rule. The motion was car- 
ried by a vote of 258 to 242. A motion was then 
made to begin the discussion of the bill by 
clauses. This was also carried, 821 to 222.

But Ruskin was 
only fined nominal damages. A critic is now 
fined £300 or, with the costs, nearly £1,000. 
Mr. Ledger, editor and proprietor of the Zra, 
a leading theatrical journal, wrote a criti 
cism on Barnes’ Anglo-American troupe, 
performing what they advertised as an 
‘reccentric cancan,’’. Mr. Ledger called it 
highly indecent. No malice was shown and 
Mr. Ledger’s view was supported by many 
other experts, but Judge Field charged the 
jury strongly against Mr. Ledger, urging the 
necessity of keeping the press in order.

MICHAEL EUGENE CHEVRBEUL, 


Death of the Aged and Distinguished French 
Chemist. 
Paris, April 9.—Michael Eugene Chevreul, 
the distinguished chemist, is dead. He was 
born in 1786. 


At the age of 103 years the machine was worn 
out. Chevreul has not beea a prominent fig- 
ure in the worid—save for his greatage and 
his still greater accomplishments’ in 


the ast—for many years. Age 
kept im out of the running and 
he occupied aplace in the history of chem- 
iatry as of one already dead. He was born at 
Angiers, France, on August 31, 1786. He was 
a prodigy in his youth, and for some years 
had ogee: 1 to keepalive because of the 
activity of his mind, which absorbed nearly all 
his vitality. His father was a physician and 
looked after the boy’s education him- 
self, and with great care. He was 14 
years old before he went to the central 
school in Angiers and there had no difficulty 
in surpassing all his fellows. He had a 
assion for chemistry and at 19 years went to 
aris, where he was engaged in the chemical 
factory of the celebrated Vauquelin, who 
discovered in his young pupil such sagacity 
and aptitude that he entrusted the direction 
of the laboratory to him. In 1810 
he was  preparator of the chemical 
ceurse in the Museum of Natural History, and 
in 1813 he was appointed professor of the Lycee 
Charmagne and an officer of the university. 
The harmony of color was unknown to 
science at that time, and the whole matter of 
the relation of one color to another received no 
notice from scientific men. Chevreul prepared 
lectures on the subject and later was made 
director of the dyeries and professor of special 
chemistry in the carpet manufactory of the 
Gobelins. He published in 1824 a work on 
animal olis which gained him a prize of 12.000 
francs fromthe Society for the Encourage- 
ment of National Industry. The Law of Con- 
trast’’ was the resultof his investigation into 
the relation of colors. Other works on the 
same subject which followed are standards in 
their line. The most important is ‘‘Colors in 
Their Application to the Industrial Arts.’’ 

In 1830 he suceeeded his former master, Vau- 
quelin, to the chair of chemistry in the Mu- 
seum of Natural History. He was made a 
Commander of the Legion of Honor in 184, 
was for wang — President of the Society of 
Agriculture, Director of the Jardin des Plantes, 
and was connected with every scientific soci- 
ety in Europe of any note.

The New York Editor Accepts His Appoint- 
ment to the French Mission.

New Tonk, Ap 9.—A rumor was cirou- 
lated yesterday that Whitelaw Reid, editor of 
the Tribune, had decided to decline his 
appointment as Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the Republic of 
France.

But have you accepted?’’ persisted the re- 
porter. 

„1 have received my commission as the 
American Minister to the Republic of France 
and have notified the State Department that I 
Will at once arrange my business affairs in 
order to proceed to — yoo. Will that answer 
your question? I think it does. 

Mr. Reid added that hedid not know how 
soon he would be able to sail for Paris, as a 

eat dealhad to be attended to first. He 

inted, however, that it would not be long. 

Mr. Reid is now confined to his apartments 
by asevere cold, which somewhat affects his 
hearing. He seemed, however, in excellent 
spirite, and apparently iooks forward to his 
diplomatic career with much interest and 

leasure. Still there is a feeling among his 

ntimate friends that he will not continue as 
Minister to France duriug the whole of Presi- 
dent Harrison’s term of office. The belief is 
based on tne fact that his editorial work wil! 
not permit an absence of four years. From 
other sources it was learned that Minister 
Reid will leave New York early in May.

THE CARONDELET RIOT. 


Evidence Going to Show That the Police 
Were Somewhat Hasty, at Least. 


Robert Wright, a brother of Columbus and 
James K. Wright, came to the Four Courts 
this morning and in a talk witha Post-DIs- 
PATCH reporter in regard tothe riot at Caron- 
delet, fully reported in yesterday’s PostT- 
DISPATCH, he said: ‘‘Buck Jones, Columbus 
Wrightand John Brown, all negroes, were 
standing on the corner of Broadway and Iron 


streets on Sunday afternoon, when Officer 
O’Gara came up and saidto Wright: ‘That’s 
ad—n fine pin you have on notto cost you 
anything.’ Wright retorted, ‘Yes, and it’s a 
d—n fine man wearing it.’ O’Gara then 
ordered the men to move on, and Wright and 
Brown obeyed, but Jones refused, saying that 
he was not doing any harm where he was. 
He and O’Gara had some words there, but 
Jones finally joined his companions and the 
three moved up the street to Fillmore street, 
where one of the party lived. Here they 
engaged . in a game ‘toss’ 
with a ball. O’Gara soon followed 
them, and walking up to Wright, caught him 
by the coat and said: ‘G—d dn you, didn’t 
I tell you to keep off the corners?”’’ He then 
attempted to put the Dracelets on Wright, but 
he jerked away. Then O’Gara put bis 
hand behind his back as to draw 
a weapon, and Wright struck the officer with 
a cane. Officer Kelsey then came along, and 
both men drew their revolvers and 
drove the negroes to the house of 
Mrs. Wright near by. Kelsey then guarded 
the house while O’Gara sent for reinforce- 
ments, and the patrol wagon soon came with 
Officer O’Brien and Sergt. McNamee. The 
four then demanded admission to the house 
and were refused. They thea fired through 
the door and window regardless of the fact 
that there were but two men and a number 
of women and children inthe house. Soon 
Columbus Wright was hit in the back near 
the shoulder anc Brownin the thigh. They 
then toldthe officers that they would open 
the door as soon as they could get the key 
from Mrs. Wright, whe had gone into a back 
room, butthe officers burst in the door and 
entered, still firing. Brown had a knife in 
his pocket, and thinking that the officers 
meant to kill him, he cut Kelsey in the head. 
The officers then beat and abused the 
negroes with club and fist, kicking them all 
the way down the stepsto the patrol wagon, 
The officers treated their prisoners like brutes 
the whole time.

THE MERCHANTS’ BRIDGE AND THE TRANS- 
FER CO. TO FIGHT IN COURT. 


Each of the Contestants Has a Nice Little 
In junction and Each of Them Wants to 
Kuow What the Other Is Going to Do— 
Stories of the Contestants on Each 
Side. * 


Injunctions are the weapons which the Mer - 
chants’ Bridge & Terminal Railroad Co. and 
the Transfer Railway Co. are uting in their 
fight for the possession of Hail street. The 
weapon was first brought into play by the 
former corporation late Saturday night when 
they enjoined their rivals from laying four 
switches for which they had no ordinance, but 
had quietly received a permit for that day 
from Mayor Allen. Yesterday the Transfer 
Railway Co. armed themselves with the same 
weapon and struck back by enjoining the Ter- 
minal Company from placing down tracks on 
Hall street. Their action was a surprise, as it 
was supposed they would merely file an an- 
swerto the injunction proceedings brought 
against them. The hands of both corpora- 
tions are thus tied up, and neither can do any 
track-laying on Hall street for the present. 

It was after 4 o’clock p. m. when G. A. 
Finklenburg, attorney for the Transfer Rail- 
way Co., filed his application for an in- 
junction against the Merchants’ Bridge & 
Terminal Railroaa Co. to prevent them 
from constructing any track on Hall street. 
The petition was sent to Judge Withrow, and 
he granted a temporary injunction on the fil- 
ing of a $10,000 bond by the Transfer Rajiway 
Co. Maj. C. C. Rainwater of the Ter- 
minal Co. was served with a notice 
of the injunction before he left his 
place of business. In their petition the 
St. Louis Transfer Railway Co. claim the ex- 
clusive right to occupy Hall street from North 
Market street to Bremen avenue. It is claimed 
that they wege granted permission by ordl- 
nance to lay a double track on the street on 
condition that they should grade the street 100 
feet wide, and construct their tracks as di- 
rected by the Board of Public Improvements. 
The petitioners allege that they complied with 
these conditions, the grading of the street 
costing them $100,000. Subsequently, July 19, 
1887, an ordinance was approved authorizing 
the Merchants’ Terminal Co. to use Hall 
street between North Market and Ferry street, 
but they were not to interfere with the rights 
and privileges already granted the St. Louis 
Transfer Railway Co. The petitioners allege 
that whatever rights the Terminal Co. 
have to occupy Hal! street are subservient to 


the rights of the Transfer Railway Co., and 
that the Terminal Co. illegally claims the 
right to occupy Hall street to the detriment of 
the petitioners’ interest. They -claim that 
such occupancy will impair their usefulness 
— prevent the practical operation of its 
ines. . 

THE DIRECTORS AND ATTORNEYS 
ofthe Terminal Co. were in session several 
hours this morning discussing what action 
they should take in the premises. At the ad- 
journment of the meeting the ˖ ney te im- 
mediately set to work on an answer to be filed 
to the injunction proceedings of the Transfer 
Railway with a view to having the injunction 
dissolved. This answer will be filed at an 
early date, possibly late this afternoon 
or oarly to-morrow morning. It is expected 
the lransfer Railway will also file a reply to 
the temporary injunction granted the 
Terminal Co., with a view to having it dis- 
solved. Mr. Scullin was closeted for several 
hours with his attorneys und fellow-ofiicers 
and directors in the Transfer Railway Co. The 
fight promises to be a long and hot one, and 
is apt to cost both sides considerable before it 
is finally settled. 

»The arrogance of Mr. Scullin is simply in- 
sufferable,’’ remarked 

C. C. RAINWATER 

to-day. ‘‘To his charge of being amateur 
railroad men we plead guilty, but what we 
lack in knowledge we make up in extra hours 
of work on the job. We have not yet reached 
that high professional development in the 
railroad business where we close out anotber 
road from a street where it has an equal right 
withus. Mr. Scullin one day characterizes 
us as a lot of windbags who 
are only building a road on paper 
and the next day he goes into court and 
swears we actually intend to build a road on 
Hall street. Now I would like to know which 
of those statements isa jest and which true. 
In our answer to their injunction we shall 
deny almost every claim they set out, and 
what is more we will disprove’ the 
claims they make. We endeavored to 
arrange matters amicably with Mr. 
Scullin, so that both companies could 
use the street without any interference 
with each other. The Transfer Co.’s tracks 
are in the middie of the street and we pro- 
posed to build a track on either side of theirs 
and let them use the two tracks on one side of 
the street and we would take the others. But 
he would not listen to this. He says we are 
not practical railroad men or we would know 
that two roads could not use the same street. 
A great many roads are operated in the 
Mill Creek Valley in a space less than 100 
feet wide, and we have in our 
employ railroad engineers who are practical 
men and stand at the head of their profession, 
and tell us two roads can be operated on a 
street 100 feet wide. It is under their advice 
that the amateurs have been acting. We 
feared we would have this trouble with the 
Transfer Railway, and that is why we wanted 
the right to use Main street. The citizens of 
North St. Louis objected, however, to having 
two parallel streets occupied b E oor and 
insisted on retaining M street for 
wagen traffic and we had to be ‘satisfied with 
sharing Hall street with the Transfer Co. As 
our bridge will affect the business of the Wig- 
gins Ferry Co., whichis the same corpora- 
tion asthe Transfer Railway Co., they, of 
course, want to close us out of the city.’ 

STREET COMMISSIONER BURNETT 
at this morning’s meeting of the Board of 
Public Improvements submitted a report on 
the subjeet of the Hall street tracks of the St. 
Louis Transfer Railroad, which report shows 
that matter as in a very eculiar condition. On 
last Saturday the treet Commissioner 
sent an inspector and asurveyor to the dis- 
puted district and had a eS La made 
ofthe tracks as they are. To-day he sub- 
mitted a plat showing how the sidings and 
switches are laid, nearly every one of them 
delng more or less contr ary tothe provisions 
and far from the lines laid out on the original 
plans submitted. 

The board has had very littie to say about 
the matter of gr theso switches and sidings 
as the Municipal Assembly for some reason or 
other did not see fit to consult with the board 
regarding them.

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A YACHT MAY BE BUILT TO DEFEND THE 
AMERICA’S CUP. 


Sullivan in Prime Condition — The Giants 
Likely to Retain the Polo Grounds— 
Banquet te the Base Ball Teuriste—

New Tonk. April 9. 
T the special meeting 
of the New York Yacht 
Club to be held Thurs- 
day evening the com- 
mittee appointed by 
Commodore Gerry to 
consider the matter of 
the challenge for the 
America’s cup and the 
suggestions accom- 
panying it will make 
its report. Whether 
the yacht to be 
matched by the New 
York Yacht Club 
against the Kari of 
Dunraven’s yacht, 
Valkyrie, will be the 
famous Volunteer or a 
boatin the Valkyrie’s 
own class will in all 
probability be decided 
at this meeting. When 
the news of the chal- 
lenge was announced 
the first thought was of 
the Volunteer and her 
> generous owner, Gen. 
On consideration of the challenge, 
many yachtsmen have changed 
their views and now favor a seventy- 
footer to defend the cup. Already 
Mr. Edward Burgess has begun work on the 
designs for a seventy-foot yacht to out-sail 
the Valkyrie in anticipation of a sudden de- 
mand forsucha one. Mr. Wm. Gardner, the 
naval architect of this city, on whose designs 
are being built the forty-footer for Mr. W. C. 
Wetmore and the thirty-footer for Mr. Whit- 
lock, is about to design a seventy-footer also 
and has inquired of builders the quickest time 
in which such a yacht can be built. He 
learns that three months would be the longest 
time required, and that possibly a yacht 
could be fitted out in less than ten weeks. Mr. 
Gardner has completed a thorough course of 
naval architecture, and his productions are 
being watched with great interest, especially 
the forty-footer, which possesses several new 
features in the way of construction and ar- 
rangement. It is his purpose to design a thor- 
oughly American sloop similar to the Katrina, 
to be made of steel, if built, and combining 
the advantageous characteristics of the Volun- 
teer as well as some new points he has in 
mind. Mr. Gardner does not fear the 


Valkyrie, as do others, and feels confident 
that she can be beaten bya boat of her own 
sizethatcan be constructed here in ample 
time for the match, if she cannot be defeated 
by one ofthe 70-footers already built. He 
does not underrate the Valkyrie, but thinks 
she will possess some of the defects shown in 
the Thistle, although the latter is superior in 
lateral plan. The Valkyrie’s great draught 
willgive her stability, he says, but on her 
dimensions, as furnished him, she will be un- 
able to carry such a large sail plan as a 
yacht built like the Katrina. The argument 
n fayor of the seventy-foot boat is a strong 
one. It is generally conceded that the result 
ofarace between the Volunteer and the Val- 
kyrie is a foregone conclusion. Almost every 
yachtman admits that he believes it would be 
a walkover for the Volunteer, and this fact 
detracts somewhat from the interest and ex- 
citementin the match. On the other hand it 
isclaimed that the interest in the trials and 
final races would be unbounded in case it is 
decided to meet the Valkyrie with a boat of 
her own class.

Lands and Leasing Committee that 
it will be strongly recommended 
to the board for adoption this evening. Mr. 
Koenig 's resolution provides for the sale 
of the unleased land of the 
board, and the expenditure of the 
amount thus acquired for the erection ofa 
seven-story fire-proof building on the corner 
of Ninth and Locust streets. This building 
will be constructed in the most modern style 
of architecture, and the library will be located 
on the top floor. The second floor will be 
used for board rooms, and the remaining five 
will be rented out for offices and business pur- 
poses. The plan is considered advisable by the 
committee which recommends it for many 
reasons. The first is that a fire-proof build- 
ing is needed badly to guard agalnst the de- 
struction of the valuable row pet A Then again, 
the building ean be erected with money de- 
rived from the sale of property which is of no 
use to the board at present, and the unim- 
proved condition of which retards improve- 
ment in the neighborhoods in which it is 
located. Not the least consideration, how- 
ever, is that the rental of five stories of the 
new structure would on account of its central 
location yield the board a handsome income.

do not wish to express any opinion in re- 
gard to the stand taken by the United States 
at present, said Mr. Kasson last night. 
„We all wish to enter the conference 
as free as possible from 17 utterance upon 
the subject which we will have to consider. 
The condition of affairs in Samoa at present, I 
understand, is peaceful. The main question 
which we-will confronted with in the con- 
ference will be the decision upon some mode 
of protecting the rights of foreigners in Samoa 
without in any way interfering with native 
independence. It will be our general aim to 
secure good order at Samoaand to maintain 
the principles of equal rights of the powers in- 
terested there. 

Commissioner Kasson said when asked if he 
thought the destruction of the vessels at 
Samoa would bave any effect upon the nego- 
tiations about to take place, that he thought 
it would. There would in all probability bea 
more strenuous effort made to reach such a 
settlement as would muke needless the main 
tenance of an armed force at the islands.
